KEY TO CATALOGING 


DEFINITIONS 

SPECIMEN: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
"000000" serial numbers and may have “Specimen” overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use 
surreptitiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them 
an idea of the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited 
amounts at the beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an carly stage, rather than 
have an entire production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed.A specimen is 
similar to the final product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing. These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: Ap initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults. These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card. The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it. These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color. 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design.An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 
If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay. 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 
It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with 
corrections as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL: A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, 
corporate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on. This 
portion of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age”, 
banknote engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come 
up with a unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or “vignettes” of people or scenes would be engraved first to 
include in the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed 
item.All models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

and Brooklyn, October, 1886. Mr. Pearl Wright was a New Orleans businessman who 
purchased 10 shares @ $1,000 of the Southern Art Exhibition Company to install Paul 
Philippoteaux’s SIEGE OF PARIS at the Louisiana (Inc. in Illinois). World’s Industrial & 
Cotton Centennial Exposition, New Orleans 1884-5, to replace Louis Braun’s BATTLE 
OF SEDAN. He would be chairman of the World’s Panorama Exposition 1915 and was 
a member for Louisiana of the Republican National Committee. The entrance fee to 
these remarkable illusions and pictures was 50 cents, and you could stay as long as you 
please, an interesting lecture being delivered meanwhile. Paris by Moonlight was the first 
cyclorama seen in Chicago. It was shown in the Exposition Building in 1875. Jerusalem, 
The Siege of Paris, Shiloh, and the Monitor and Merrimac have since been exhibited to 
admiring throngs. The artist who gained greatest celebrity in this work had the alarming 
name of Philippoteaux. Paul Philippoteaux (1846-1923), principal artist and creator of 
the Gettysburg Cyclorama, first visited the battlefield in 1882. To prepare the project, 
he built a 30 foot platform on site to view the landscape. He studied War Department 
maps and conducted interviews with participants— Generals Hancock, Webb, Gibbon, 
and Doubleday, among others. He also relied on photographs of the battlefield taken 
by William Tipton. Philippoteaux first created a 1/10 scale oil study. He then sketched 
the entire composition in pen and ink upon which he drew grid lines and projected the 
drawing, with grid lines, onto the full canvas. The process of planning and executing the

Its top speed was said 
to be somewhere between 25 and 30 mph, and its side brass lamps ensured that a driver 
could continue driving into the evening hours. After the first model was on the road and 
a proven success, Dawson tried advertising the car in an automotive trade journal — but 
there were no takers. Because he wanted to continue building a second car, eventually 
he sold the first to Luther Gaw (auto mechanic) and John Clark (barber) of Waynesboro, 
Virginia. While Dawson continued to try to get backing, Basic City’s businessmen and 
bankers were not inclined to support the start-up car manufacturer. Discouraged and 
leaving his second incomplete car unsold, Dawson closed his business and returned to 
Cincinnati.
